Asa mission school St. Joseph College has tried to produce a climate for growth that can 
include with God's grace the gift of faith. The example of dedication of both lay and religious 
teachers is likewise implicitly a call to faith. Growth, healing, and a sense of hopefulness are 
intended to lead you to faith. Don't let these ideals, now seedlings in your hears, die from 
suffocation or starvation as you move to a new environment.

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AN INTERVIEW WITH FR. FRANCIS GERBER, S.M. 


On the occasion of his 50 years in the Society of Mary 


Fr. Gerber, when were you born and baptised? 
1 was born on Sept. 13, 1914, in cleveland, Ohio. I was baptised shortly after in St. Ignatius Church. This was on the 
West Side, at the farthest extent of the Cleveland Diocese. 


Do you remember anything special about your mother and father? 

My mother, Catherine Satink, passed away when I was four months old. She died of pneumonia, I understand. So 
my Dad, Peter Gerber, had to c y on alone. He died ten later. He was the support of the family. There were 
> boys: George, Aloysius, Edmund, Herman, and I. My sis nces, had died in 1911, three years before I was 
born. The five of us were together until my Dad died in 1925. 


Who took care of the family after that? 
We were committed to the care of an aunt and uncle, 
entered the Society of Mary two or three years later. 


Agnes Connor and Joseph Satink. That continued until I 
hat was August, 1925. 


What about your brothers and your sister? 
Му sister Frances was the oldest of us, born in 1900 and died in 1911. I was the youngest of the boys. My oldest 
brother was born in 1902. My brother Herman is also a member of the Society of Mar; 


What grade school did you go to? 

St. Ignatius Grade School on the West Side. I went there until the beginning of the seventh grade. Then because I 
was with my aunt and uncle г father's death, I transferred to St. Mary's, the old Jesuit parish across from 
John Carrol University. So I finished my grade school there until I entered the Society of Mary. 


Do you remember any spec 
Yes, I had one endearing teacher, Sr. Hortense. She was the sister of the three Baumeister brothers who had 
entered the Society of Ma They also had a brother who joined the Jesuits but died in a hurricane in Central 
Ame . Hortense was à very charming person, very helpful, very motherly; I have fond memories of her. She's 
with the Good Lord long years since. I also remember the Sisters 1 had at St. Ignatius School. I don't want to 
minimize them at all; they were good disciplinarians and kept us on the straight and narrow. It was a school of about 
1000 students, and still they had good control of us. But I found the Ursuline $ s to be closer to us than the St. 
Joseph Sisters. Of course, they had a mob of us to take care of, whereas St. Mary's was a school of roughly 300. 


grade school teachers? 


Do you remember any interesting happenings. of that time? 

I remember in 1927 we had Charles Lindberg visit Cleveland. He rode down Lorrain Avenue, the main street on the 
West Side, in a big open car. He was in his aviator suit and was acclaimed by the people. This was after he returned 
from Europe after his transatlantic solo flight to Paris. 


How was transportation in Cleveland at that time? 

We had the old street cars, the old reliables. Some few people had automobiles; we had a car ourselves which got us 
around — nothing to brag about — but it served us well. Mostly we relied on the street , the main means of 
conveyance at that time. 


Could you say something about Church life or home religious devotions? 
About Church I don't remember very much at all. Bu home we were a religous family. We had the Family Rosary 
in May and October, a must for all of us. I remember that my Dad had a vigil light burning every Saturday faithfully 
before the statue of Our Lady. He was a great devotee of Mary. On Sunday morning we were all in the church with 
zm in the front pew on the right side, reserved for Mr. Gerber and his boys. Yes, we were there every Sunday, hail, 
or lightning, alv faithful, no ter what came. We were a family that prayed together. My father was 
- ulto maintain a religious spirit in the family: proper language and proper etiquette. he was strict with us 
in tmt sense. It is something 1 remember and treasure, for it was from that that I received my vocation to the 
Society of Mary. 


So you had no high school in Cleveland, but went to the Postulate in 1929. What made you want to be a religious? 
I hàd an uncle who was a Jesuit Brother in Canisius College in Cleveland, and another uncle on my mother ide 
who joined the Society of Mary in 1900. He was sent to the Sandwich Islands, now Hawaii. This had a great 
influence on the whole family; Uncle George was the idol of the family. It was through him that my older brother, 
Herman, was influenced to c me to our Society, I believe. It was through Herman that I was influenced to come. i 
had wanted to become a Jesuit;I had worked with the Jesuits at St. Mary's Church and John Carrol University over a 
two year period. I had great esteem for them and had wanted to enter their Society until my brother directed me by 
у of his letters to join the Society of Mary. I contacted Fr. Tetzlaff, the Superior at Cathedral Latin School at that 
time. Only one year after my brother Herman, I got my papers ready and went to Dayton to the Postulate. 


What do you remember about your high school years in the Posulate? 

I was in the Postulate for three years. It was a new life; I enjoyed it very much. It was a life of strict discipline, but I 
as used to that and took it for granted. The studies were difficult, but the life was not hard at all. Our program 
filled the day; every moment was used. Cla and study, every moment was precious, always busy. I had no chance 
to get homesick; to the grindstone all the way through. 


Was there any Brother who had an influence on you? 
Yes, Bro. Frank Lessing, the Postulants’ Prefect. He had been on for many years and continued after I had him. He 
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was from Texas, a tall strong Brother; but he had a good heart and а strong sense of how to direct us. We were а 
group of some 40 or 50, so he had his hands full. He was kind, strict in a sense, but helpful and encouraging — like a 
father to us.I remember him very well. 


Was there anything to break the monotony of study? 
I recall that in the summer we would go up to the woods on the Mount St. John property and have a get-together 
there. We would sometimes have a movie, a speaker, or a performance that we would put on ourselves. These things 
made life durable, happy, even delightfully pleasant. 


What made you want to continue in such a life? 

Well, that's hard to explain in a sense. I think it was my religious background from home. This carried me on ina 
sort of instinctive way; I grew up with religious things and took them for granted. Had I not enjoyed such a 
religious atmosphere, I surely would have missed it. Especially I think it was the devotion of my family to Our Lady 
that was the cord which drew me to the Society of Ma As I look back and try to put the pieces together, I see our 
Blessed Mother playing a role in my life which I did not realize at the time as much as now. This guidance steadied 
me in all I was doing. 


АП those vear no visits home? No visitors? 

I was at Mount St. John for seven straight years: three in the Postulate, one year in the Novitiate, and three years in 
Scholasticate College study. There were visitors when Herman made temporary vows and my folks came down to 
Dayton for the occasion. Of course visitors came when I made my first vows on August 15, 1933 — that great day. 
Then came my Novitiate year, a very enjoyable year. Father Meyer was our novice master. We were a group of 42, 
but only 22 made vows at the end of year. Like any beginning year, it was full of joy and happiness. Our Prefect was 
Bro. Michael Mertes, who, like Bro. Lessing, was fatherly and understanding, helping us in our weak moments 
was an unusual year with all religious studies: a time of prayer and initiation into the spiritual life. All in all, it was 
thrilling experience. 


And what about August 15, 1933, the day of your first vows? 

I was as happy as a lark. Finally I had realized my ambition. My idea was to go all the way, as far as I could. I was 
ready for whatever was ahead of me. I was delighted to have made my first profession of the vows of poverty, 
chastity, and obedience. I was a member of the Society of Mary. 


At that time, did you already have the desire to become a priest? 

Oh, yes. I had that idea ever since I was knee-high to a duck, since I had first met a priest at our parish church of St. 
Ignatius. Something inside told me that was it — to be a priest. The ambition never left me; it stayed with me and 
grew more intense as I went ahead, until I realized the fullness of it in the Society of Mary. 


After your three years of Scholasticate, or college study, what happend? 

I was sent out teaching to Chaminade, Dayton. I taught English, Latin (where I had most of my credits) and then 
later on I continued in history. I was inspired by Fr. Dobo, a Hungarian priest and teacher I had in my college years. 
He had escaped the Communists and had almost lost his life there. He went through Rome to America and took the 
name “Stephen Stephenson” in honor of the great saint of Hungary. He was our Latin teacher for three years — а 
self taught man. He used his own anthologies, had his own book of grammar, his own methods — all special to 
himself. He was very thorough; we didn't mind working for three hours for him if it had to be. We all learned a lot — 
all the direct method with him. It was not only what he taught, but the man he was: a good disciplinarian, devoted, 
heart and soul with us, enjoying our progress, giving good advice. He is a man I never forgot; one of the greatest 
teachers I ever had. I only wish others had had the same experience. 


And you made your final vows while at Chaminade High School, Dayton? 

Yes, оп August 9, 1937. I was at Chaminade from 1936 to 1939. I had the “famous” Freshman C class. English, Latin, 
Religion — I had a full five- or six-hour day of teaching. After all that, I was ready for a nap for an hour, then 
prayers, supper, and back to work to prepare for the next day. It was hard, yet I enjoyed the experience.Sports were 
tops: football, basketball, track. No lack of things to work at. 


Where did you go from Chaminade High School, Dayton? 

I went to Chaminade, Mineola, New York, for three years — 1939 to 1942. I had three delightful years there, 
continuing the same program I had in Dayton. Chaminade Mineola was an elite school, a choice type of school. We 
had a wonderful community there, with an exceptional director, Bro. Louis Faerber. He was a kindly man, a true 
educator. He did an excellent job of directing both the community and the school. Chaminade Mineola had a great 
name in those days, and in fact still has. 


When did you begin your studies for the priesthood? 

In the summer of 1942. I went to St. Meinrad seminary in Indiana. It was during the 2nd World War and we just got 
there at the right time. We had to stay in seclusion, so we spend all our time there, working for two solid summers. 
That made up one year for us. I finished up in the summer of 1945, finishing four years” study in a record three 
years. St. Meinrad was like one of those ancient monasteries in Europe that you read about in books. It was 
crowning a hilltop; everyone lived there at the monastery. There were about 1000 people there: students, teachers 
and workers. People who lived in the village near the seminary, about 400 of them, all worked in the monastery. It 
transported me back to medieval Europe — nothing else but the monastery and its grounds of about 2000 acres. 
Dale, Indiana — the closest place — was ten miles away. The Benedictines were wonderful fellows. The Abbott, Fr. 
Asser, was a godly man, very kind to us Marianists. We had our own private quarters, our own chapel. We could 
have had our own dining room, but we preferred to eat with the other seminarians. It was a family; the whole spirit 
was very cordial; a place where one enjoyed every moment. I look back on those years with great relish. 


Was your ordination, your becoming a priest ceremony, at St. Meinrad? 
No. There were three of us who were ordained in Cincinnati. It was during the war, and difficult for our folks to get 
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down to Indiana, so we asked our Superiors if we could be ordained in Cincinnati by Archbishop McNicholas at the 
Cathedral. We were given the permission. The ordination was on Feb. 24, 1945. My three brothers came for the 
occasion; Herman couldn't come for he was then in Hawaii. My first Mass was at St. Mary's. I guess I was one of the 
cast to have a first Mass there. It has been torn down since. I was happy to have it there, for at St. Mary's my mother 
was baptized, reared, married, and then buried. I felt very close to the parish therefore. 


After your ordination, what happened? 

I went back to my first love — Chaminade, Dayton. That was three years, 1945 to 1948. I had the usual teaching 
duties. As a priest, I took on the work of a chaplain, and parish church duties to an extent — an extension of what I 
did previously. 


Was it from there that you came to Japan? 

Yes. Fr. Tredtin, Provincial of the Cincinnati Province, had just visited Japan. When he came back he made a call 
for volunteers, a priest and a Brother, to go to Japan and work at St. Joseph College. I wrote him a letter (I was one 
the last ones to write in) and I had a feeling that I would be accepted, I don't know why. I was accepted, along with 
Bro. Paul Boeckerman. Together we went to Japan in the summer 1948. Before coming to Japan I had a poor 
knowledge of Japan, a fearful idea of Japan because of what we had learned in our history books. I regret that I had 
a negative upbringing regarding the country — a poor training for a missionary. 


How did you come to Japan? 

By air. We had to get a military permit, for the occupation forces were here at the time. Japan had not as yet 
received back its sovereignty. We had a very peculiar flight. We had wanted to come by ship, but there was a strike 
on the west coast of the U.S. for about six months. Finally we had to come by air, by Pan Am, a nine-hour flight to 
Honolulu, then a nine-hour flight to Wake Island, and finally a nine-hour flight to Tokyo. It was 27 hours all 
together, in the famous Pan Am Clipper of the time. I enjoyed it very much though. 


How did you find Japan? Your first few days? 

Awesome, in a sense. Japan was a defeated country at that time. You could tell it by the way you met people on the 
streets: they were poorly clad, wearing clogs, and moving all over the place. There were no fancy cars — all of a very 
simple nature. Military establishments were everywhere. The main drag of Yokohama was all occupation. I don't 
know how many troops the Americans had here at the time. You got no definite idea of Japan itself, all being so 
dominated by the military. 


And St. Joseph College was the school settled at 85 Yamate-cho? 

Yes, by 1948 S.J.C. was settled here for good. Chaminade Hall was not built yet. There was an old playshed there that 
was going to pieces. Of course all the buildings have been renovated since that time, both the interior and the 
exterior. Then Chaminade Hall was put up in 1959.

What do you remember about Bro. Soden? 

Bro. Soden was a very saintly man. Kindly, charitable, and industrious, he was a tireless worker; you might call him 
a “work-aholic” for that matter. He never knew when to stop. He didn't relax enough, and I guess that is why he 
met a premature death due to cancer caused by ulcers. He had an excellent knowledge of the Japanese language, 
studied it in the States and then took intensive courses in the Navy. He worked as interpreter for the military. He 
wrote extensively on religion and on education in Japan. 


Did you know Bro. John Baptist Gaschy? 

Oh, yes. Who wouldn't know him? A scholar and gentleman — the founder of St. Joseph College as it is at the 
present time. He had been here from 1912 to 1927 — 25 years. Then he went on to Kobe to found another school — 
St. Joseph's Institute. When he was here, Bro. Gaschy, along with the French Brothers, built up the fine reputation 
of the school. I lived with him in Hakone during the war. I came to know him quite well. From Kobe he returned 
here and stayed on until he died in October of 1955. 


What was your impression of the school? What were your duties? 

The school was well seen. I had a good impression of it. Ours was the only international school in the area at the 
time, highly regarded, well populated. I generally taught Religion or Ethics along with English. Of course I had the 
regular duties of a priest. 
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Did your attitude toward the Japanese people change as time went оп? 
I came to see those I contacted as very warm persons, appreciative and respectful. I may say I came to love the 
Japanese.At Christmas time we would give a party for the orphans of the area. Some would come with rags on their 
backs. We had girls at that time — until 1951 in fact — and they helped a lot in distributing clothes and watching out 
for needs. The poverty of those days was evident. - 


What special jobs have you had? the Sodality? the Alumni? 

The work of the Sodality at that time was to get the Catholic students together, to upbuild their faith and to sponsor 
religious activities. In 1965 I first was put in charge of the Alumni. Bro. Soden took sick that year and went back to 
the States for an operation. I took over the Alumni and have had it until the present. 


What about the days when many students became Catholics? 

1 remember those days. There was great enthusiasm. We had classes set up for the Catholics, for those studying 
ethics, and also classes for those interested in the Catholic Faith. In the early 1950’s we had ten or more students 
baptised each year. I remember one year when we had nineteen baptisms. In the 196075 Fr. Pila took over the work 
with the grade school boys, and had great success. But then a diminishing stream continued until the 1970's when 
the work and the results became less and less. As the economy in Japan went up, the enthusiasm for things religious 
went down. 


How was the school at the height of its growth? 

In the 1950's we had so many applicants that we weren't able to accomodate them all. We had 40 students in some 
classes. Then Santa Maria Grade School began and took care of some of the overflow. Other International Schools 
— such as St. Mary's and Yokohama International School — had not begun yet, so there was little competition. The 
occupation was in force at the time and most of the students were Caucasian. Enrollment went up to 500 in the 
middle 1960's. But then with the occupation forces moving out, businesses moving to Tokyo, and diplomatic 
missions moving to Tokyo, our enrollment gradually decreased. But I still think the main factor was the airplane. 
Formerly, the ships coming into Yokohama were numerous; not only the freighters, but the passenger ships too. 
Many businesses were located in Yokohama, so, as a result, there was a thriving foreign population. As the airplane 
took over, there was a trend for businesses to move to Tokyo, drawing a large percent of the foreign population as 
well. All this did not help the school enrollment. 


You always had a high regard for our French Brothers: By Schermesser, Bro. Germain, Bro. Imhoff — just to 
mention à few. 

Yes, and for Bro. Santos, our departed Spanish Brother. They really deserve great praise. They were deeply 
religious men — devoted, scholarly, doing exceptional work in the classroom. These Brothers were well liked, 
deeply and highly respected. They were a core of strength in the school, and even now they are spoken of by the 
Alumni with fond regard and emotion. Their memory is alive in the hearts of all who had the fortune to know them. 


Do any other persons stand out in your memory as being exceptional? 

The second grade teacher, Mrs. Sakai, who came in 1952 and stayed on until 1970. There she was, day in and day out 
without fail, taking care of her little second graders. Alumni remark how she would slap their hands with a ruler. 
Still they all became endeared to her because of the influence she had on their young lives. We have here teachers 
who graduated from the school: Mr. Chris Chang, a convert to the Catholic faith; Mr. Jeff Miller, Mr. John Mikami, 
and Mr. George Okuhara. There were others in the past who taught here, but I don't recall their names. 


Some S.J.C. students have gone on to the Priesthood or the Religious Life? 

Yes. There is Fr. Jorge Da Silva, Marianist and Bro. Maruyama who taught here only recently. Fr. Lawrence Tsuda 
became a Catholic here and then a Marianist. He's now in charge of our retreat house in Mishima. One student 
became a Jesuit — Fr. Daley. He died years ago. There was Fr. Joseph Yamaguchi, but he withdrew from the 
priesthood. One student in years past became a Capuchin; another, a certain Fr. Dougan, was priest of the diocese. 
А former student, Seigfried Buss, became a protestant minister. He is now stationed at Christian Academy. So, we 
have had some seven or eight men who have entered the priesthood or the religious life. 


How do you view the Church and Religious Life at this moment? 

Since Vatican II, many good changes have come in. Religious life has taken on a new stance. People are more 
mature. I think that these changes and developments will pay off in the years to come. It is premature to try to say 
how things will be. Itis for us to be hopeful and optimistic, to know what we are here for, do our best and rely on the 
grace of God.Here in Japan the Church seems to be at a stand still; it is well organized, but growth is slow. Yet we are 
not alone. The Holy Spirit is using us as his instruments to accomplish works for the glory of God. 


How do you view these 50 years as a member of the Society of Mary? 

It makes me very humble. It's a grace which I don't deserve to begin with. It's hard to sum up one's feelings in order 
to express them after one has lived a Marianist life for 50 years. All I can say is the cry of Mary: “Му soul glorifies 
the Lord and my spirit rejoices in God, my savior.” Considering God's infinite goodness and love, I see he has used 
this poor instrument to accomplish those rather ordinary things I have been able to do in the service of souls. It is 
just one great gift of God which I do not deserve, and cannot be grateful enough for. I hope to use the talents God 
has given me to the utmost until that time he, the good Lord, calls me to himself. 


So you stay on in Japan? 

Yes, I have always loved the missions. Actually I wanted to go to China, but that mission was closed, so I came here 
instead. I'm happy it turned out that way. I am inspired by my patron saint, St. Francis Xavier. Reading his life, Тат 
strengthened in my resolution to continue in this type of missionary work for the glory of God and his Blessed 
Mother and the good of souls. My ambition is to stay here until the good Lord calls me. I will be resurrected from 
the land of the missions. Japan is a mission, because here is missing the Christian spirit. The future of the church is 
here in the Far East. 
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What are your favorite passages from Holy Scripture? 

**Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with thy whole heart, with thy whole soul, with all thy strength, and thy neighbor 
as thyself.” Mark 12:30-31 “What does it profit a man if he gains the whole world and suffers the loss of his own 
soul?" Mark 8:36 


How do you see the future of St. Joseph College? 

1 have been grappling with that question. School population is reduced but enrollment is now increasing. The main 
thing is our good course of studies, and the great success of the students we graduate. The opening of the 
kindergarten and pre-first grade, the introduction of the Chaminade extension program and co-educatin are all 
signs of life and growth. These are all steps in the right direcion. The future all depends on ourselves. We have a 
strong Marianist and lay faculty, but not quite the total dedication of our former French Marianists who came for 
life. 

What would you say to the students, faculty and alumni on the occasion of your 50 golden years? 

What comes to mind is the school motto: “Forward with Faith and Courage.” That's what we need; we need a lot of 
faith, a lot of courage, a lot of stamina. Put our best foot forward, stick in there. Wherever you are, whatever you 
are doing, give your best efforts and then leave the rest to the goodness and grace of the Lord.
